Primate males live longer 
when they care for offspring 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Taking 
core of the Idds may hdp prdong 
the life of primate father^ oamrd- 
ing to researchers who studied 
monkeys, apes and humans. 

InTspcdcs in which mating parr- 
ners share parental duties equal- 
ly.'tnales and fcnuiles seem to live 
about the same length of time, 
said John Allman of the 
California Institute of Technology, 
co-author of a study appearing 
Tuesday in Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sdenccs. 


This doesn't mean, however, 
that a father con extend his life 
with a sudden burst of Aild care, 
said the researcher. 

“These are patterns that 
evolved over a long period of 
dme,” said Allman. “They ore a 
pan of the -different sodal struc* ' 
Cures in these primate groups." 

Allman and his colleagues 
examined how adult moles and 
fentalcs share parenting chores in 
humans and in nine species of - 
other primates.

Teacher not fired for slapping 

I am writing in response to some let- 
t ers that have aopearedin your leijersr.^ 
to-the-edicor section from some con- 
cerned individuals about the teacher at 
Mini CO High School who slapped a stu- 
dent. 

The infonnadoo that was printed in 
37 jc Times-Ncws on May 24 was some* 
what misleading. The article led people 
to believe that the teacher was fired 
because she slapped the student and 
there was no disciplinary action taken

The teacher was not fired for slap- 
ping the student The teacher was 
hired on a one-year temporary con- 
tract
